Since ao much of tlM forests of 
Michigan have been removed, the 
ground, even after a heavy lain, dries 
out very rapidly. For this reason it is 
more necessary to treat all land which 
we plow in such a manner as to pre- 
serve moisture, than wa.s the case 2.'> 
or ,iO years ago, writes a Micliigan far- 
mer to the Ohio farmer. Many farm- 
ers, for example, in plowing for corn 
will leav<> llie Kiound iiniil the whole 
Held is plowed before <listurbing the 
surface. This is a mistake, as tbe 
ground as left by the plow is very apt 
to become so dried out as to require a 
;,reai deal oi lalior lo pioix riy |)ulver- 
i/e lor planting, and in many places 
where there is clay it will be lumpy 
The belter way is to go over what is 
jilowpil each day, with a harrow or 
aouie ini|ilenient that will break down 
and level off the surface, so that the 
moisture, which Is always present in 
fresh turned soil, cannot e8cat>e so 
readily. 

Several years ago I made a planker, 

which 1 always keep in the field when 
plowiii.i; for corn or any oiher crop, 
and with this implement go over the 
land that Is plowed each day. The Im- 
jilement levels the surface and leaves it 
in such condition that the moisture 
cannot escape; thus it does not re- 
)]uire so much time to finely pulverize 
and Ht the soil for a crop with the 
harrow afterward. 

.My placker is made of three two by 
ei^ht inch planks seven feet long. The 
Irorir edijes of the plank turn upward 
lii,'' -li limners, and are placed 
alioui ten inches apart. They are held 
In place by a couple of two by four 
jiietcs boiled across the ends. An old 
iiiowinn ina<liine seat is fastened to 
the center plank lo ride on. A short 
chain is fastened lo (he center of the 
front plank by which to at^jjb the 
whiiHetrea. # 

it takes bnt a moment to ripngw the 
team from the plow to the pbinher. 1 
have found this ti>ol lo In- one of tha 
niosi useful i uipli'Mii 11 1 .- on tlie tariu, 
and soineiliin;; almost any farmer can 
easily make. 

Several years ago I also made an at- 
liiciiineiu i<i use on my two horse rid 
Ins corn tiikivalor. for the purpose ot 
con.servin;; moisiure. which does very 
satisfactory work. This attachment 
levels the surface and leaves it covered 
With a flae dust mulch, which prevents 
the escape pf motature, and a|) the 
weeds nre smothered at the aame tiiaa.

The Hessian fly is «nite easily stamp- 
ed out by taking away hin food supply 
for one year, but we mus- d.. that by 
depriving thia insect of .i!i o; main- 
stays In feeding— wheat, rye and bar- 
ley. Not only must we put the innd 
into something else than those ( rops. 
but we must he careful that in the 
field planted to corn or potatoes no 
volunteer wheat, rye or barley is per- 
mitted to grow.
